From old Colonial hallmarks to the present day use of “sterling” as 
a mark of quality, silver talks a fascinating language. If you haunt 
country auctions as a collector, or shop for a place setting for your 
favorite bride, here are some clues on how to read symbols, hall- 
marks, trademarks. 

Just as an artist signs a painting, and a sculptor has his insignia, 
the early silversmiths initialed, dated or inscribed their candle 
holders, porringers and caudle cups with a mark of pride. Often they 
added a symbol of something personal to signify the new country, the 
Continental Congress, the New Republic, or their nostalgia for an 
old country and a king. Turning a paper-thin silver spoon (made of 
coin silver, as they were when coins were melted down to make some 
useful household object), you come across a willow, a pine tree, а 
family initial, a lion rampant, an Indian head, a fame. an eagle. 
a crescent moon. The old hallmarks were simple and they represent 
an affectionate inscribing of silver, known as the noble metal, perhaps

Five Italies 


The delicious delights of Italy are happily distributed in five of its great cities 


"There is a happy legend that travelers 
who toss a coin in Rome's Trevi foun- 
tain are bound to return. But voyagers 
who, on successive visits, have discovered 
that there is not one but five Italies need 
no urging. For each of Italy's great cities 
is different, each offers its own special 
variety of enchantment. Wherever your 
fancy leads you, from churches to his- 
toric villas, through parks and piazzas, 
from magnificent art galleries to quay- 
side cafés or the steep. bright hill towns 
of the south, you discover that the people 
are actors and the street is the stage 
(Cocteau once remarked that the reason 
that there is so little theatre in Italy is 
because all of it is theatre). Everything 
is of interest: an accident, a homecom- 
ing, a departure, a birth, a death, a new 
job. a bottle of wine. Italians are natu- 
rally elegant and good looking with the 
Latin dash and dark skin of the sunny 
countries. They live in the middle of 
works of art but are never intimidated 
by them (washing hangs from the win- 
dows of the palaces of the Piazza Navona 
in Rome). They are sincerely friendly 
and energetic and profoundly imagina- 
tive. And even as you are taking leave 
of them you will find yourself plotting 
your return. 


ROME. A city of piazzas and palazzi, 
of pines and of fountains (which Respighi 
described unforgettably in music). 
Motorscooters share the streets with 
horse-drawn carrozzas, handsome buses 
and sleek cars. The wedding-cake monu- 
ment to Victor Emmanuel II dominates 
the busiest part of the city. Nearby, the 
celebrated figure of the Infant Jesus re- 
poses in the ancient church of Santa 
Maria Aracoeli and next to it, shallow 
steps lead to one of the most beautiful 
places in the world, the Campidoglio de- 
signed by Michelangelo: a square bound- 


ed by three Renaissance palaces and in 
the center, a magnificent bronze eques- 


trian statue of Marcus Aurelius set in the 
middle of a pavement star. One of the pal- 
aces houses the Capitolino Museum rich 
with antique sculpture. Behind and below 
the Campidoglio scatter the remains of 
the Imperial Fora and the Roman Forum 
with its bits of buildings and fragments 
of statues sunning amid wild grass and 
troops of tourists. During the summer- 
time operas are performed in the ruins 
of the Baths of Caracalla. The great 
Colosseum recalls gladiators and martyrs. 

Rome is a city of churches: San Gio- 
vanni Laterano with its statue-crowned 
fagade (across from it are the Scala 
Santa, the stairs, believed to be from 
Pilate’s palace, that Christ ascended dur- 
ing His Passion) ; San Pietro in Vincoli 
which contains Michelangelo’s monu- 
mental statue of Moses; the baroque 
church of San Carlino designed by Bor- 
romini; the twin churches of Santa 
Maria dei Miracoli and Santa Maria in 
Montesanto; Santa Maria del Popolo 
with its Pinturicchios and Caravaggios; 
Santa Maria Maggiore and San Paolo 
fuori le Mura (outside-the-walls), two 
of the great basilicas of Rome; in front 
of Santa Maria Sopra Minerva an ele- 
phant carries an Egyptian obelisk of the 
sixth century B.C.; Trinita dei Monti at 
the top of the Spanish steps which drop 
past sunbathers and the house where 
Keats died to the Piazza di Spagna 
bright with flower stalls. (Just up the 
street is the dusky old Caffé Greco where 
such men as Goethe and Hawthorne sat 
and talked and where you can sit over 
a cappuccino watched by time-tarnished 
paintings. ) 

But the greatest church of all is San 
Pietro with its immense piazza embraced 
by a colonnade of 294 columns and a 
balustrade of statues. Inside the scale is 
fantastic and Bernini's beautiful altar 
seems to burn like bronze flame. The 
Vatican Palace has 1,400 rooms and the 
largest collection of antiques in the 


world. This is the place of Michelangelo's 
Sistine Chapel, of Raphael's Stanze. of 
the famous Laocoon group. 

Fountains? They are everywhere, 
in parks and piazzas, at street corners 
and attached to walls. Some of them: the 
Trevi, Neptune drawn by sea horses and 
Tritons in a roar of rocks and water (this 
is the fountain into which you toss a coin 
to guarantee your return to Rome) ; the 
cross and obelisk before the Pantheon; 
the Quattro Fontane where two streets 
cross giving four views: toward the 
Quirinale, the Spanish Steps and Santa 
Maria Maggiore and the Porte Pia; the 
Triton in the Piazza Barberini trumpet- 
ing a watery tune in the middle of traffic; 
the Barcaccia, Bernini's stone boat in 
the Piazza di Spagna; the 19th century 
Naiads in the Piazza dell'Esedra near 
the huge ruins of the Baths of Diocle- 
lian; and the fountain of the four rivers 
in the Beautiful Piazza Navona which 
used to be flooded on feast days during 
the Renaissance; Acqua Felice, Moses 
guarded by lions. 

And besides fountains there are 
such wonderful palaces as the Palazzo 
Quirinale, residence of the President of 
the Republic: the superb Farnese palace 
begun by Sangallo the Younger and 
completed by Michelangelo; the Palazzo 
Doria; Mazzoni's Palazzo Spada with its 
false-perspective colonnade by Borromini 
in the second courtyard. 

Bernini's angel-flanked bridge leads 
to the Castel Sant'Angelo beside the 
swift, winding Tiber. At the opera, Tosca 
throws herself off the same building into 
the same cityscape you see from the 
parapet. On the fashionable Via Veneto 
gay crowds stroll back and forth or sit 
at Doney's or Rosati's next to movie 
stars, nobles and turisti. At the top of 
the street, in the great pine-shaded gar- 
dens of the Villa Borghese, stands the 
Galleria Borghese which has a fine

No heating system will give you winter comfort at minimum cost 


if the house you live in is not built and equipped to hold heat. 


An investment in insulation, weatherstripping and storm win- 


dows will add to your comfort and pay dividends in two ways. 


1. You will spend less to maintain your heating plant and, 


2. You will burn less fuel in a house that is weathertight. 


Insulate floors, walls and roof with 
blanket, batt, loose fill or reflective in- 
sulation to keep heat in your house. For 
a few cents a square foot initial cost, 
insulation saves many dollars in fuel 
bills. Cold walls in an uninsulated 
house draw heat from your body and 
make you feel cold even though room 
temperature may be a warm 72 degrees. 


Calking stops infiltration of cold air. 
Use calking compound in all exterior 
cracks where wall meets roof, around 
window and door frames and between 
the foundation wall and sill. Calking 
compound and a gun applicator can be 
bought at paint, hardware and build- 
ing supply dealers. Calking can be 
colored to match any exterior finish, 


Weatherstrip doors and windows to 
keep your house warm. Springy, thin 
metal strips can be cut easily and 
nailed to fit window sash, sill and jambs 
and door sills, edges and jambs. Pack- 
aged weatherstripping kits of metal or 
metal and felt can be bought at do-it- 
yourself stores, hardware and building 


supply dealers. When you build, buy 


windows with built-in weatherstripping. 


Close your fireplace damper when 
the fire is not lighted. If it is left open, 
your chimney acts as an exhaust pipe 
for house heat. 


As warm air escapes, 
cold air is drawn into the house through 
crevices around doors and windows. If 
your fireplace does not have a damper, 
have one put in or stop draft with a 
piece of sheet metal fitted into flue.

Storm doors and windows can cut 
your annual heating costs as much as 
10 to 15%. They create a blanket of 
motionless air over windows. This acts 
like built-in insulation. If you don’t 
want to install storm sash on all win- 
dows and doors, put them on side of the 
house exposed to prevailing cold winds. 


Insulating glass windows are made 
up of two layers of glass separated by 
an insulating dried-air space. Insulating 
glass under average conditions will re 
duce heat loss by half of the amount 
that is lost through single-glass panes. 


Help yourself to an efficient heating system 


DAVENPORT 


There are many things you can do 
yourself to keep your heating system 


efficient. But for a rly inspection of 


the system, or in case of a breakdown, 
call a heating contractor or fuel service 
man. Ask about a service plan that will 
cover adjustment of the plant, emer- 


gency service and replacement of parts. 


Steam and hot water boilers have 
gauges that show the water content of 
the boiler. A steam boiler also has a 
gauge that shows the amount of steam 
pressure in the system. After opening 
radiator relief valves or draining boiler, 
or at beginning of heating season, check 
gauges for adequate water supply in 
boiler. Open water supply valve to re- 
store water level. You can clean a dirty 
glass gauge with a strong soap solution 
and bottle brush. To remove glass, shut 
off valves at top and. bottom of tube, 
unscrew guard rods and collar nuts on 


valves and slip out glass tube. 


Insulation around heating pipes 
and ducts prevents heat from escaping 
to surrounding air, resulting in quicker 
heat and more heat for your money. 
Glass fiber blankets of 1" thickness can 
be cut in strips and wrapped around 
pipe or duct, then secured with tape. 


Radiator covers stacked high with 
vases, pots, and books absorb radiated 
heat and inhibit the circulation of room 
air over radiator surfaces. Radiator en- 
closures should be designed so they 
allow cold room air to flow in at the 
bottom and discharge heated air at the 
top. Your radiators can be efficient only 
if room air can circulate around them.

Wall or floor registers in a forced 
warm-air heating system should be 
vacuum-cleaned to permit clean air to 
pass freely into rooms. Do not cover 
supply registers or return grilles with 
furniture, curtains or open doors 


Blocked registers retard circulation of 


air t gh heating system and roor 


The blower in a forced-warm-air heat- 
ing system pumps air through the 
furnace, supply ducts, rooms, and back 
through the cold-air return ducts to 
the furnace in a continuous cycle. Oil 
the blower and motor bearings of the 
blower according to manufacturer's di- 


rections. This is usually twice a year. 


Place your thermostat where it can 
measure temperature that is represen- 
tative of the whole house, or where tem- 
perature control is most important. The 
living or dining room is often selected. 
Don't place it on cold exterior walls, 
near exterior doors, or on walls that 
cover heating pipes or ducts. Locate 4 
to 5 feet above floor so that an average 


room temperature will be recorded.

Home decorators handbook 


Here begins a 20-page portfolio of clever ways 
to rejuvenate your rooms with

Everybody likes (and needs) a change. That's the primary reason why people redeco- 
rate, But wanting to redecorate and actually doing it are two vastly different things. 
The first important step is the planning. If you look ahead and face what must be done, 
you can create an over-all plan for redecorating your room and do it by degrees. 

In redecorating, as in everything else, the best plan is often the most obvious one. 
Did you ever stop to think that you can change the whole effect of your rooms just by 
changing the color accents? If your room is decorated in shades of green, accents of 


s, or in figured curtains will

change the mood entirely. If you have a brown and beige room with an accent of Persim- 
mon, you might change the accent color to Bitter Green. Although blues and greens are 
the classic cool colors, pinks and yellows can be just as effective in spring and summer 
schemes so long as you use light, clear tones. 

If you have been living with solid-colored fabrics all winter, you will find that a 
new print is one of the quickest ways to ring in a pleasant change. If your room is fairly 
large, you might use a big open pattern for slip covers and curtains. To make a small 
room seem larger, it's better to use a tiny geometric or Provincial pattern. The new 
pattern should be related in color to the major areas of the room, walls and floor cover- 
ing. This year, yowll find an unusual variety of new fabrics that could be the corner- 
stone of your color scheme. They range from small. all-over Provincial patterns to the 
perennial country bouquets, some shy, some bold. Many of the delicate-looking sheers 
(several have a touch of metallic yarn for glitter) are washable and sun-proof. 

It's a good idea to prepare now for the first day you fling open the windows, by 
choosing practical. washable materials: cotton, chintz, denim, linen, sheers made of 
Fortisan or Fiberglas. You may also want to take up the carpet and put down smaller 
area rugs, hang slatted blinds in cheerful colors, change the lamp shades from silk to

The blind with adjustable slats of wood or metal is as 
familiar in most households as the vacuum sweeper. For 
this very reason, its many decorating possibilities are often 
overlooked by home decorators. Because a Venetian blind 
enables you to control light, it is an ideal solution for ex- 
pansive window-walls. It is equally adaptable to such 
problem windows as casements, clerestories and small 
stairway windows that are difficult to curtain. It is a good 
choice for bedrooms and bathrooms where you need 
privacy with controlled ventilation. Today, you can buy

If you have Pastel Citron walls, your bed might be a 
sunburst of yellows: a Citron blanket and cotton plissé 
blanket cover and sheets printed with Shasta daisies.

Spring colors, those enchanting pastels that annually refresh the eye, can 
bring a feeling of lightness and airiness to your bedroom (especially im- 
portant when the temperature starts to climb). By using light, bright 
colors, sheer draperies, flower-sprigged sheets and pillowcases, you can 
give an inviting garden look to your bedroom. Choose one good clear 
color and use it in various shades from pale to deep throughout the room 
so the effect will be restful and unfussy. (Incidentally, by picking one 
basic color and sticking with it you'll never find yourself with a lot of 
misfits such as blankets that clash with bedspreads or unmatched colored 
sheets.) On these pages, you can see how any one of these four different 
effects can be created in an average-size bedroom. For a sunny, light- 
hearted mood, particularly good for a room facing north, you might use 
a basic color such as Pastel Citron or Bamboo with sheer white curtains 
and one vivid accent color, perhaps Persimmon. For a cool, woodland 
effect in a room that gets a lot of sun, you might paint your walls Antique 
White and use lavish touches of Lilac and Cerulean Blue. Or your back- 
ground might be Pastel Sky Blue, in which case, green accents and flower- 
printed sheets would look fresh. If you love pink, you can give it a frosted 
look by teaming it with masses of white (and nowadays, thanks to sheers 
made of fibers such as nylon, Orlon, Fiberglas and Fortisan, you can keep 
those summer draperies and ruffles crisp and fresh without being a slave 
to the ironing board). Strong, eye-catching colors are good for playing 
up details in your room: a red lacquered chest in a pink-and-white room 
or a Nasturtium dust ruffle below a Pastel Citron blanket cover, for ex- 
ample. Once you have your basic color plan, you can make quick or sea- 
sonal changes with different selections of bed linens. For variety, mix and 
match plain and patterned sheets (there is a wide range of flower prints, 
stripes and polka dots to choose from). You might contrast the textures 
of cotton plissé, glazed chintz, nylon crépe, organdy and lightweight wool 
on your bed. Whatever background you choose, your spring color change 
can be practical as well as pleasing to the eye. Summerweight blankets and 
draperies will go into the washing machine. Sheets and pillowcases of 
nylon crépe and blanket covers of seersucker or cotton plisse don't even 
need pressing. So why not give your bedroom a head start on spring and 
summer? You'll find it's a good investment in comfort and convenience.

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Color where you live 


The right kind of color can give you 
a brighter kind of house 


Tn today's new houses, strong accent colors go hand in hand with 
good building details. A few years ago exterior paint trim was 
limited to a conservative touch of green or blue on white. But 
for today’s house, there is a color scheme to give it architectural 
importance, stretch it, pull it into scale, accent its best features, 
modify its faults. On the opposite page are four such houses, 
each with an individual paint trim chosen for a bold or muted 
contrast with roof and wall colors. Small details are given a 
decorative snap to point up door panels, chimneys, dormers, 
shutters, trellises. Flower beds are planted to blend with scheme. 
Major area of unbroken color for all houses is the roof. In 
cold climates, red looks warm and inviting against snowy out- 
looks, autumn leaves. A light or even white roof is valuable for 
bouncing off the sun's rays in summer. Green is nature's most 
prolific color, a good anchor for houses set among trees. Calm 
colors are a good background for flowers or brilliant foliage. 
Whatever your choice of roof or wall colors, keep both con- 
sistent with your landscape and key exterior details to them: 
light against dark, bright against somber, warm against cool, 
neutral or earth tones. And have the courage of your color con- 
victions, For the candy pink and ice-cream colored houses of 
the tropics no longer belong solely to blue lagoons but to every 
American suburb. The cedar and redwood houses by lake fronts, 
the traditional galleries of New Orleans, the charm of Georgian 
brick can be adapted and painted in colors to suit your taste. 


Plant colors are as important 


as your paint scheme 


Before you decide on your paint scheme, make a selection of 
colorful plants to enhance it. Bright flower tones are attractive 
against calm backgrounds, pastel shades won't fade against deep, 
solid colors. The garden effects you'll get from a careful plan at 
the start will help relate your house to its natural surroundings. 
Spring tulips are a good choice for the one-story brick house, 
opposite, in persimmon shades of Olson’s Favorite and Orange 
Beauty (nasturtium). The same varieties could go into the 
Cloud Gray plant box, be taken up and followed by Scarlet 
Gleam nasturtiums and dwarf marigolds Tangerine. Good foun- 
dation plants are evergreen dwarf yew, boxleaf hollies. In win- 
dow plant-shelves of the Dutch Colonial house, you could set 
Lipstick pink and Fire Chief red petunias in pots, or pink 
geraniums; follow with pots of pompon chrysanthemums in fall. 
Kangaroo vine is a good choice for window trellises. Use dwarf 
Japanese hollies, yews around house walls. For the two-storied 
Georgian house, carry out the color plan with fragrant heliotrope 
in light, dark blues mingled with yellow calliopsis to brighten 
plant boxes under bay windows. For greens try holly, boxwood, 
spreading yew. In the rectangular plant bed on the ranch house 
terrace, key colors of pink and blue Dutch hyacinths with potted 
azaleas. Lift out when bloom is past, replant with mixed pink, 


red, and blue verbenas, or ageratum with pink annual phlox. 


Cloud Gray roof, Pastel Citron walls 


Roof color chosen for this small, one-story brick house 
makes it look larger, reflects cool greens from trees. 
Contrasting chimney paint gives a decorative touch to 
scheme. Cornices, shutters, window sash, plant box re- 
peat roof tones. For sharp color note, trim on bronze 
painted door panels is picked out to make entrance im- 
portant. [n entrance door recess louvered panels, painted 
Cloud Gray, conceal small windows but let the air in. 


Terra Cotta roof, Carnation pink walls 


In Dutch Colonial days, red was an uninspired color, 
but this gambrel-roofed house sets its own tradition 
with a Terra Cotta roof, a cheerful Carnation pink 
chimney and walls. Exterior trim of shiny white is 
used on dormers, front door, window sash, frames, cross 
bars in window trellis, plant shelves and scallop trim. 


Window plants add to bright color s For accent, 


Colonial armchairs by entrance are a gleaming black. 


Mocha roof. Pastel Sandalwood walls 


A two-story, modified Georgian house looks serene in 
hot sunlight, with a wood-shingled roof stained Mocha, 
stucco walls and chimneys painted Pastel Sandalwood. 
H&G's Cantaloupe makes striking color accent on the 
front door, first-floor shutters, plant boxes under bay 
windows. On the second floor, icy white is used as a 
contrasting trim to point up iron balcony trellises, 
wood posts, railing, and the paneled wood shutters. 


Bamboo-colored roof, Dark Bronze on walls 


Low horizontal lines of a contemporary ranch house are 
lightened by Bamboo-colored roof to deflect heat. Dark

Turtle Soup 


1% сар cooking oil

1 large onion, chopped 
1 small slice raw ham,

In a heavy kettle heat the oil, stir in 
the flour and cook, stirring, until the 
roux is golden. Add the onion and cook 
for 2 or 3 minutes. Add the ham, green 
pepper, tomatoes and tomato paste and 
simmer for 10 minutes, Add the turtle 
meat and simmer for 5 minutes, stirring 
frequently. Gradually stir in the water 
and add the garlic, thyme, bay leaves, 
cloves, allspice, Worcestershire sauce, 
salt, pepper and cayenne. Bring the 
water slowly to a boil and simmer the 
soup for 1 hour. Finally, add the lemon 
juice and cook 10 minutes longer. Re- 
move the soup from the fire and add the 
sherry. Serve at once in plates garnished 
with slices of lemon and the chopped 
hard-cooked eggs.

Gumbo Z Herbes 


1 pound chorizos, hot Spanish 
sausages, cut into pieces 

1 pound pickled pork, cubed 

1 ham bone 

2 bunches spinach 

1 bunch turnip tops 

1 bunch beet tops 

1 bunch mustard greens 

1 head lettuce 

8 outside leaves green 
Creole cabbage 

12 sprays parsley 

6 seallions 

2 tablespoons drippings 
from chorizos 

2 tablespoons flour 

2 large onions, chopped 

2 cloves garlic, minced 

Salt and pepper to taste 


Sauté the chorizos until they are well 
browned and cooked through. Drain, 
reserving the drippings. Put the pickled 
pork and ham bone in a kettle with 
water to cover, bring the water to a 
boil and simmer for about 1 hour, or 
until the meat is tender. Set aside. 
Wash all the greens carefully, includ- 
ing the scallions, and cook them until 
tender with as little water as possible 
to prevent them from burning. Drain, 
saving the liquor, and chop the greens 
finely. 

Heat 2 tablespoons of the chorizo 
drippings, stir in the flour and add the 
onions and garlic. Cook, stirring, until 
the roux is golden brown. Add the 
pork, chorizos, ham bone, and minced 
greens and enough of the liquid from 
the vegetables and meat to make a 
thick purée, about 1 quart. Add salt 
and pepper to taste and simmer for 
30 minutes. Serve with cooked rice. 


Seafood Okra Gumbo 


12 small hard-shell crabs 
or 2 pounds crab meat 
2 pounds shrimp 
21 pounds small tender okra 
2 tablespoons shortening 
1 large onion, sliced 
1 sweet pepper, minced 
3 cloves garlic, minced 
З cups cooked tomatoes 
214 quarts shrimp stock 
and oyster liquor combined 
3 sprays parsley 
1 sprig thyme 
1 bay leaf 
Salt and pepper to taste 
3 dozen freshly shucked oysters 


Scald the crabs in boiling water and 
clean, removing the “dead man’s fin- 
gers”, the spongy substance and the 
sand bag. Remove the claws and crack 
them and cut the bodies in quarters. 
Wash the shrimp thoroughly, remove 
the heads and shells, and discard the 
black vein that runs along the backs. 
Cook the shrimp heads for 30 minutes 
i » quarts salted water and strain, 
reserving the liquid. Slice the okra 15 
inch thick. 

In a soup kettle melt the shorten- 
ing and in it sauté the okra, onions, 
sweet pepper and garlic over a low 
flame for about 1 hour, or until the 
okra ceases to "rope", stirring fre- 
quently, Gradually stir in the tomatoes 
and the combined shrimp stock and 
oyster liquid. Add the parsley, thyme, 
bay leaf, crabs and shrimp and simmer 
over a low flame for 45 minutes. Add 
the oysters and simmer for 15 minutes 
longer. Serve with rice cooked so dry 
that every grain is separate.

Chicken Pompadour (for 4) 


Put the breast meat of 2 tender chick- 
ens in a saucepan with 3 shallots, 
chopped, and 3 truffles, sliced. Sprinkle 
with salt and pepper and add 1 cup 
champagne and 7% cup chicken stock. 
Bring the liquid to a boil and simmer 
for about 30 minutes, or until the chick- 
en meat is tender.

Caviar soufflé

In the top of a double boiler melt the 
butter and stir in the flour and tapioca. 
Beat the egg yolks lightly, combine 
them with the milk and gradually stir 
the liquid into the butter-flour mixture. 
Cook over low heat, stirring constantly, 
until the sauce thickens, being careful 
not to let it boil. Stir in the caviar and 
cook over boiling water, stirring con- 
tinuously, for 3 to 4 minutes longer. 
Set aside to cool, 

When ready to bake, beat the egg 
whites until stiff and fold them into 
the caviar mixture, Pour the batter into 
a buttered quart casserole, set the casse- 
role in a shallow pan containing about 
1 inch of warm water, and bake in a 
moderate oven (350° F.) for 30 min- 
utes. Increase the oven temperature to 
450° F. and continue to bake for 10 
to 15 minutes longer. Serve at once.

Salads and Dressings 


Jackson salad for 4 


8 strips crisply fried bacon, 
crumbled 

4 hard-cooked eggs, minced 

4 tablespoons wine vinegar 

1 tablespoon Lea & Perrins sauce 

5 tablespoons olive oil 

Juice of 1 lemon 

Salt, pepper, paprika 

Crisp salad greens, washed, dried 
and chilled 


Combine the bacon and eggs and add 
the vinegar, Lea & Perrins sauce, olive 
oil and lemon juice. Blend well and 
season to taste with salt, pepper and 
paprika.

2 pounds raw shrimp, 
shelled and deveined 

4 tablespoons gelatin 

1 cup cold water 

3 avocados, peeled and sliced 
or diced 

French dressing 

6 hard-cooked eggs, chopped 

2 cups chopped celery 

2 tablespoons chopped capers 

Salt and pepper 

1 tablespoon Lea & Perrins sauce 

2 tablespoons tarragon vinegar 

2 tablespoons grated onion 
and juice 


Wash the shrimp and cook them for 15 
minutes in 1 quart boiling water to 
which is added 2 cloves garlic, 1 small 
onion, 1 tablespoon red pepper, salt, 
14 lemon, sliced, 2 bay leaves, 2 whole 
cloves and 12 peppercorns. Cool the 
shrimp in the liquid, then drain them, 
reserving the liquor. It should measure 
1 quart. If not, add enough water to 
make a quart of liquid. Soak the gela- 
tin in the cold water for 5 minutes, add 
the shrimp liquor and heat, stirring, 
until the gelatin is dissolved. Cool. 

Cover the bottom of 12 individual 
molds with a little of the cool but still 
liquid shrimp аѕріс and chill until the 
aspic is firm. Garnish with whole 
shrimp and pieces of avocado which 
have been marinated in a little French 
dressing. Cover the garnish with an- 
other layer of the liquid aspic and chill 
until set. 

Mix the hard-cooked eggs, celery 
and capers with the remaining shrimp. 
Add the Lea & Perrins sauce, vinegar 
and grated onion and juice and season 
to taste with salt and pepper. Fill the 
center of the molds with this mixture, 
keeping it away from the sides, fill the 
molds with aspic, chill until set.

Red beans Creole 


1 pound red beans 

1 large ham bone

Hot Breads 


Cinnamon rolls 


34 cup milk 

14 cup sugar 

3 tablespoons butter 
1 teaspoon salt 

1 cake yeast 

14 сар lukewarm water 
1 egg, beaten 

3% cups flour 

Soft butter 

14 спр brown sugar 
15 eup white sugar 
Cinnamon 


Heat the milk to the scalding point, 
pour it over the sugar, butter, and salt 
and cool to lukewarm. Soften the yeast 
in the lukewarm water and stir in the 
beaten egg. Combine the two mixtures, 
add half the flour and beat well. Add 
the remaining flour and mix well. Put 
the dough in the refrigerator for six 
hours, or overnight, 

Roll the dough out on a floured 
board into a rectangle about % inch 
thick.

Scald the milk and, while it is hot, 
stir in the corn meal and beat thor- 
oughly. Add the butter, salt and sugar 
and beat vigorously until the butter is 
melted and well mixed with the meal. 
Set aside to cool. Beat the egg yolks 
and stir them into the mixture, then 
fold in the egg whites, stiflly beaten. 
Lastly add the whiskey. (The whiskey 
is supposed to help raise and hold the 
souffle, but | have cooked it without the 
whiskey and it is equally as good.) 

Turn the mixture into a buttered 
casserole and bake in a preheated mod- 
erate oven (350° F.) for about 40 min- 
utes, or until a cake tester inserted in 
the center comes out clean. Serve im- 
mediately, as it tends to fall quickly. 
"This does not affect the taste, however, 
but it doesn't look so wonderful as 
when it is high in its casserole.

In a saucepan combine the sugar, eggs 
and flour. Gradually stir in the hot 
milk and cook, stirring constantly until 
the filling is smooth and thickened. 
Put the saucepan over boiling water 
and cool the filling for 10 minutes to 
remove the taste of uncooked flour. Re- 
move from the fire and stir in the butter 
and vanilla, Cool, Split the layers of 
cake and put the filling between. Dust 
the tops with confectioners’ sugar. 


Vanilla crescents 


4 cups (1 pound) flour 
2 cups (1 pound) butter 
34 eup sugar 
1 cup ground almonds 
(not blanched) 
Pinch of salt 
1 pound sifted confectioners’ sugar 
1$ vanilla bean 


Sift the flour into a bowl, add the but- 
ter, sugar, almonds and salt and knead 
these ingredients into a solid mass of 
dough. If the dough gets too soft be- 
cause of hot weather, put it in the re- 
frigerator until it is hard enough to 
shape with the hands. Divide the dough 
into quarters and shape each part into 
a roll about 1 inch in diameter. Cut the 
rolls crosswise at l-inch intervals and 
shape each piece into a ball. Form each 
ball into the shape of a tiny cigar and 
bend both ends of the little “cigars” 
into crescent shape. Place on a buttered 
baking sheet and bake in a moderate 
oven (350* F.) for 10 to 20 minutes.

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Color where you cook 


Color is the key to a pleasanter kitchen. Warm, sunny 
colors will offset the chilliness of all-white equipment. Soft, 
eyesoothing colors actually make kitchen chores less 
fatiguing. On the opposite page you can see how New York 
fashion photographer Maria Martel (in private life Mrs. 
Marshall Mundheim) used color to create an effect of 
spaciousness and light in her remodeled kitchen. Her 
love of cooking (her buffet-party specialty is paella) 
and strong color sense (she studied art in Paris before 
taking up photography; is the first woman to have an 
exhibit at the Camera Club) are happily combined in her 
kitchen, where soft and bright colors are mixed as skill- 
fully and invitingly as in a salad. The L-shaped kitchen 
divided naturally into two parts: a large cooking area, and 
a pantry area leading to the dining room. The color 
scheme, Flame, Citron and Mustard with accents of white 
and black, was planned to give each area an identity of its 
own; all cabinets and major equipment are white enamel 
and stainless steel. For over-all unity, the ceiling was 
painted Citron yellow, the floor covered with Flame-colored 
vinyl tile and countertops with Citron yellow laminated 
plastic. In the pantry, where all the tableware is stored 
conveniently near the dining room, the cabinets are 
painted Flame color, either inside or out, to accentuate 
the sparkle of china, glass and silver. Citron and Mustard 
were chosen for wall surfaces in the cooking area to create 
a pleasant, subdued working atmosphere. One corner, 
separated from the oven and range by a free-standing 
marble-topped counter, is lined with pegboard and has a 
luminous “ceiling,” a long plastic trough through which 
the lighting is diffused. In this gay little alcove, the 
Mundheims have breakfast and late snacks: when their 
teen-age son and daughter are on vacation, they like to 
entertain here. 

One of the most important features of the kitchen 
color scheme is its complete flexibility. The pegboard walls, 
a pleasing contrast to the shiny-surfaced cabinets and 
equipment, are hung with a variety of copper, pottery, 


wicker and wooden accessories to give texture and in-

terest. (A colorful picture of Tsao Chum, Chinese god of 
the hearth, catches the eye of everyone who visits the 
kitchen.) Apart from cabinets, floor and countertops, the 
color scheme of the kitchen can be altered at any time 


simply by repainting the ceiling, walls and woodwork. 


HOW TO USE COLOR IN YOUR KITCHEN 


If you’re picking out a new kitchen color scheme, there 
are certain points to take into consideration. Is your 
kitchen naturally sunny or rather dark? Does it have any 
architectural faults? Are your cabinets white, wood- 
grained or color-finished? The right color scheme is im- 
portant, for you'll work better in a kitchen that doesn't 
distract your eye. Two colors, with black and white, will 
give excellent results; more than two colors tend to have 
a busy, confusing look. For the cooking area, have a rest- 
ful, muted color, with perhaps a brighter, contrasting one 
to set off a storage, dining or laundry area. When you 
choose your colors, decide what effect you need to achieve. 
If your kitchen has little natural light, sunny outdoor 
colors (Citron, Flame, Persimmon, Cantaloupe) will give 
it warmth and vibrancy. A kitchen flooded with sun or 
intense daylight welcomes cool greens and blues (Mist 
Green, Bitter Green, Cerulean or Sky Blue). If the kitch- 
en is long and narrow, a bright strong color used on 
the end wall helps to offset its length. You can unify 
a kitchen broken up with sharp-angled walls by using one 
basic color for both floor and walls. There are many ways 
to introduce color into the kitchen, even if your cabinets 
and equipment are white. You'll find a wide color range 
in laminated plastics for countertops and tables, clay tile 
to back a sink or range and vinyl or rubber floor tile. Café 
curtains can be a color accent. So can pegboard, painted to 
blend with your color scheme and decked with gay acces- 
sories. You can paint or paper the ceiling. If your equip- 
ment is in color, it’s a good idea to make a model of the 
kitchen and try out different effects (as Mrs. Mundheim 
did). Then you can judge where color will contribute most 
to your kitchen in convenience, efficiency and good looks.

House & GanpEN's second House-of-the-Month can be built for about $23,500 in most 
parts of the country, but it looks and lives like a much larger, more expensive house. 
It is a bargain in good living because its split-level floor plan takes advantage of a 


sloping site and because it uses many space-making tricks. From the front it is a long 


(7071. low one-story house: inside, it has three floors. The living-dining room, on grade 
level. is joined to the entrance foyer but screened from it by a plant box, and borrows 
space from the outdoors through a floor-to-ceiling window-wall that opens to a rear 
living terrace. Also on this floor are kitchen-laundry, a lavatory, and a two-car garage 
with storage room for outdoor furniture and garden tools. Six steps up, but as removed 
from everyday comings and goings as a regulation second floor, are three bedrooms 
and a bathroom. Down six steps is a big, sunny playroom which, because it has an 
adjoining full bath, might double as a guest suite. (Building economy: because it is 
on the downhill side, the large playroom requires excavating only a half-basement.) 
All this pleasant living space can be built on a modest budget. Under the new FHA 
Housing Act (H&G, January 1955), you could build it for a down payment of $4,075, 


and a mortgage loan of $19,425 to be paid off at $106.40 a month over thirty years.

1. Insulating blanket around 
house cuts heat loss by 50%. 
Thorough insulation in all out- 
side walls, in the roof (or ceiling 
of an atticless house), around the 
floor of a basementless house, cuts 


fuel bills and can reduce the size 
of the heating plant you need. 
Weatherstripping, insulating glass 
windows or storm sash, insulation- 
lined curtains complete the heat 


conserving measures for comfort. 


2. Floors and walls are warmed 
by hot water and warm air 
heating systems. 

Hot water, heated in a central 
boiler and circulated by pipes 
through the house is a major 
means of heating, see sketch, 
left. To distribute this warmth 
to the rooms, there may be metal 
coils installed in floors, walls or 
ceilings or metal baseboards built 
in under windows. Warming the 
walls or floors directly, they pro- 
vide even (and well concealed) 
distribution of heat. Warm air is 
other principal heating method. 
The air is heated in house furnace 
and distributed through ducts to 
the rooms. It is usually cleaned 
and humidified too. In warm air 
perimeter heating (left, below) 
the ducts, embedded in concrete 
floor slab, extend from furnace 
and wrap around the edge of the 
house. Registers in top of ducts 
are located under windows so 
warmth rises to keep out cold. 
Ducts also warm floor slab itself. 


3. Warmth around windows 
can minimize heat loss from 
house. 

Heat flows out through glass win- 
dows and the glass itself can chill 
you by radiating cold. Heating 
outlets (baseboard heating units, 
convectors, radiators, warm air 
registers) located under windows 
help to counteract this by distrib- 
uting warmth over the window. 


Insulating glass (2 thicknesses of 


glass with vacuum air space be- 
tween) and weather stripping hold 
heat indoors and save fuel costs. 


4. Heat from the sun can help 
to warm south-facing rooms in 
winter. 


Large window areas on the south 


side of the house can admit “free 
heat" to supplement the heating 
system. [n winter the sun is low 
in the sky, can enter directly and 
provide sun heat even on hazy 
days. Large glass windows call jor 
insulating glass however or they 
lose heat excessively at night. 
Weatherstripping is also neces- 
sary. Overhangs above windows 
solve the problem of keeping sun 


out of south windows in summer

How comfortable was 


your home this winter? 


Houses can enjoy a new standard of comfort 
and ease with present day heating equipment. 
Use this quiz to check whether you are 


getting the full benefit of these improvements. 


At the tag end of winter you may want to forget about 
heating. Let the hounds of spring take care of those ther- 
mostat readings and fuel bills. But it's a good time to 
ask yourself if your house was completely comfortable 
this winter. If not, you need to know why. Here are 
questions and answers on typical home-heating problems: 
Q. Are your rooms drafty in winter? 

A. If outside walls and windows are cold, the air passing 
over them is chilled. This chilled air creates drafts when 
it contacts warm indoor air. The unpleasant air motion 
you feel around your ankles occurs because the air cooled 
by walls or windows drops down to the floor and moves 
across it. Baseboard heating units. registers or convec- 
tors under the windows can spread a blankef of warmth 
over them to counteract the cold. Radiant heating panels 
minimize air motion because they keep walls or floors 
warm and create little movement of hot and cold air. 
Insulated walls. double glazed windows also keep out cold 
while weatherstripping and calking keep out the direct 
drafts of cold air that enter through cracks. 

Q. Is your house adequately insulated? 

A. Half the heating battle is won at the start if your house 
is tightly constructed and thoroughly insulated. This 
means insulation in side walls. roof (or in ceilings if there 
is no finished attic), under or around the floor of a base- 
mentless house. It includes insulating glass or storm sash, 
weatherstripping of all openings. calking of cracks and 
joints. Such complete insulation can cut heat loss from 
the house by 50% and effect considerable saving of fuel. 
Q. Is the thermostat located correctly? 

A. The thermostat must be located where it is exposed 
to average indoor weather just as you are. If it is in a 
sunny window, it will keep the rest of the house cool by 
turning off the heat when the sun shines. If it is in a 
cold entrance hall it will overheat the house because it 
“feels” cold. Put it in a “typical” spot. 

Q. Do room temperatures vary a lot between floor 
and ceiling? 

A. If vou notice chilly, cool air around your feet and 


warm air about your head, heating is uneven. A 70° air 


temperature is normal for comfort. But, if heat distribu- 
tion is faulty, the floor level temperature may be a cold 
60° or less and the ceiling 85° where hot air has strati- 
fied. It is the heat from registers or radiators that keeps 
air circulating. Locate these heating outlets on outside 
walls and under windows to combat cold and maintain 
even temperatures with warm air moving imperceptibly. 
Q. Has your heating system a split personality? 
A. If some rooms always seem to be cold and others 
warm your heating system is probably not balanced prop- 
erly. An expert can adjust the hot water pipes or warm 
air ducts to feed more heat to cold rooms and restrict 
the flow of heat to warm rooms. But, by thermostatic zone 
control you can separate the parts of the house that make 
different heating demands. Rooms with cold north ex- 
posures can be on one line with a thermostat to call for 
as much heat as they need. South side rooms are on an- 
other with a thermostat to reduce heat when the sun pours 
in. Zoning saves fuel, supplies only warmth you need. 
Q. Is heating clean or does it soil your rooms?

A. Wall smudges above registers or radiators, s 
tains, rugs and upholstery are the signs of dirt-dispensing 
heating equipment. Filters in a forced warm-air system 
remove dust and dirt before air is circulated but need 
occasional changing. Oil burners, chimney flues, boilers 
need seasonal cleaning. An electronic air filter, connected 
to the heating system, removes pollen and germs as well 


as dust, reduces cleaning bills. 


Q. Is the heating equipment noisy 
A. In older houses the fault may lie in the age of the 
equipment; it may need parts replaced or complete mod- 
ernization. If a blower fan or oil burner is noisy turning 
on or off, insulation of the heater room (even of the 
heater room door) will help. In choosing a new boiler 
or furnace be sure it is insulated. 

Q. Are walls, floors or windows cold? 

A. If your house is chilly the chances are that the floors, 
walls or windows of your rooms are cold. They can make 
you shiver even if the air temperature in the room is 70°. 


Their coldness will cool the air too in a short time but 


they chill you directly by drawing warmth from you. (Or 
you can say they radiate cold just as heated surfaces ra- 
diate warmth.) Radiant panel heating which turns the 
floor, wall or ceiling into a low temperature radiator 
eliminates this. So do baseboard heating units on out- 
side walls and perimeter heating which wraps around the 
walls of a house, warming floor, walls and windows with 
heated air. Insulating glass for windows. insulation for 
walls help the heating system keep these surfaces warm. 
Q. Do you know what heating controls can do? 

A. Controls do more than merely turn the heat on or off. 
They can automatically lower the temperature at night 
when you go to bed, raise it before you get up in the 
morning. An outdoor thermostat, connected to controls 
inside the house can warn them of changes in tempera- 


ture outside. In this way indoor thermostats can turn on 


heat and start warming the house before the drop in tem- 
perature has chilled walls and windows of the house. This 
forestalls the lag in heating which can occur in warming 
a concrete floor or masonry wall. Separate thermostats 
can also turn off the heat in one part of the house when 


the sun shines, turn up the heat in rooms on a cold side. 


5. Elimination of chilly drafts 
is essential for complete com- 
fort. 

The air temperature in a room 
тау be a satisjactory 70° but cold 
drafts may make you chilly. These 
currents are caused by cold air 
meeting warm air. A cold window 
may cool the air near it; the air 
descends and moves across the 
floor, chilling it and setting up a 
drajt as it strikes warmer air. Or, 
cold air may leak into the house 
through cracks in walls or window 
frames. Heating that provides 
warmth än floors; under windows 
and along outside walls (together 


with insulation) eliminates this. 


6. Circulation of warm air and 
hot water heating can be auto- 


matic. 
Blower jan, right, is the device 
that permits warm air heating sys- 
tems to be so compact and space 
saving compared to old hot air 
heating. Run by an electric motor 
and controlled by a thermostat, it 
Јогсеѕ warm air through ducts au- 
tomatically. Circulating pump, 
right, below, makes smaller pipes 
and boiler feasible in hot water 
heating because it forces hot wa- 
ter through them mechanically. 
Thermostat turns it on or off as 
heating needs dictate. Pump is 
driven by typical electric motor. 


7. Thermostat controls operate 
heating system automatically, 
Thanks to thermostats, the new 
heating systems run themselves. 
Thermostat, right, is located out- 
side. It notes changes in tempera- 
ture bejore the indoor thermostat 
(to which it is connected). It sig- 
nals a change to the indoor ther- 
mostat so it can adjust heat ac- 
cordingly before rooms become 


cold or hot. Clock thermostat, 


ht, below, automatically lowers 
room temperature at bed-time, re- 
stores it again in morning before 
you wake. Lowered temperatures 
save fuel and reduce fuel bills. 


8. Each part of house has 
proper heating through zone 
controls. 

The cold north and warm south 
sides of a house rarely have the 
same heating problems. Neither do 
rooms with large windows and 
rooms with small windows, or liv- 
ing, sleeping and service rooms. 
One thermostat will seldom adjust 
the heating system to suit these 
different needs. Zone contro's di- 
vide the house into several areas, 
each with its own thermostat. In 
this way each gets as much or as 
little heat as it needs. It saves fuel 
because heat can be turned down 


in those quarters not in active use.

the orderly solution of the problems of 
this rural community which wishes to 
preserve its country atmosphere, yet has 
the need to organize itself into a town- 
ship with rules protective of all.

Many are equipped with specialized 
units to plow or till your garden, mow your lawn, rake leaves, spray 
trees and shrubs, sow grass seed, spread plant food, saw firewood, 
keep lights and freezer going if the electric current fails. If you 
have less than half an acre, a simple power lawn mower with a few 
smaller hand tools such as edge trimmers or electric hedge shears may 
be all you'll need to enable you to maintain your landscape. On lots 
of half an acre to an acre or so, you can make real use of a multi- 
purpose power unit. On larger lots either a two-wheel walking or riding 
machine or the bigger four-wheel units of up to 5 horsepower will 
be almost a necessity.

made of a different fiber. They resem- 
ble each other to the extent that each 
is a cut-pile carpet and designed to be 
used on the floor. The similarity ends 
there. Of course it's hard to tell the 
difference just by looking at them. It’s 
even harder to decide which one is the 
best carpet for you unless you know the 
difference in the way they perform in 
a home. 


What you should know 
about WOOL 


Wool is the *Ford" among carpets, the 
fiber most people are familiar with. 
It is a rugged fiber and the most resili- 
ent of the lot. It adapts to a variety of 
interesting weaves and textured effects. 
To look at a wool carpet, you would 
never guess that it is actually a mix- 
ture of many varieties of wool fiber. 
Since it begins life *on the range," 
the color, texture, length, strength and 
luster of wool depend on climate and 
grazing conditions of the country from 
which it comes. Domestic wool is too 
fine for carpets, so we import it from 
South America, the Middle East, Scot- 
land, New Zealand, etc. Certain amounts 
of fiber from different bales are mixed 
to produce a tough carpet yarn. These 
various types of wool take to dye dif- 
ferently. For this reason, dyeing has 
to be done before the yarn is woven into 
otherwise the effect would

u03107) "с 
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be uneven, This means that wool does 
not lend itself to the economies of 
piece-dyeing, which many of the tufted 
mills are taking advantage of today. 
With wool, as with every other fiber, 
you want to be sure there is enough 
fiber in the face of the carpet, so that 
the backing does not show through. 
Bend the rug back so that the rows of 
tufts separate slightly and check to 
see if the tufts are dense and close. 
Although wool is a resilient fiber, it 
can be soft and crushy if there is not 
enough of it in the face to withstand 
wear. The most serviceable wool carpet 
will cost you anywhere from $9 up to 
$15 a square yard. 

To give you the special qualities 
of a woven wool carpet combined with 
characteristics of new man-made fibers 
(generally at a lower price than all- 
wool) you can now find blends of 
rayon, nylon, etc. Some of these blends 
are: 50% wool—50% rayon; 45% 
wool—45% rayon—10% nylon (for im- 
proved wear) ; 80% wool—20% nylon; 
90% rayon—l0% nylon. If you are 
interested in a blend, find out which 
fiber predominates, and judge the car- 
pet accordingly. 


What you should know 
about RAYON 


The primary virtues of carpets made 
of viscose rayon (a product of wood 
pulp) are their luster and their clear 
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color. Because so many types of rayon 
yarn are being created (smooth, 
crimped, bright, dull, fine, coarse), you 
can choose various textures—anything 
from a luxurious-looking cut pile to a 
practical twist-loop with a comparative- 
ly flat surface. The fact that rayon lends 
itself to new streamlined tufting opera- 
tions makes it a further economy. Be- 
cause of their low price ($7 to $12 a 
square yard), rayon carpets beg to be 
judged on value-for-the-money. The 
new thinking seems to be that a carpet, 
like an automobile, should be turned 
in for a new model more than once or 
twice in a lifetime, even though it is 
still in smooth running condition, so 
to speak. 


In judging a rayon carpet, density 
is very important, Rayon will erush, but 
if enough of it is packed into a carpet 
it will crush less. You can expect a ray- 
on earpet of proper fiber content and 
construction to wear almost as well as 
wool. The first rayon used for carpets 
years ago (when the ernment re- 
stricted the amount of wool the carpet 
industry could consume, and a substi- 
tute measure had to be found), was 
waste rayon which was not a carpet 
fiber. A great deal of research is now 
being done to create a true carpet ray- 
on. Resilieney has been improved and 
soiling has been retarded. Moths, of 
course, have no interest in this fiber. 
A heavier denier is being used to make 
a tougher fiber that will take a firmer 
twist (particularly important in cut- 
pile carpets). The new viscose rayon 
can be dyed the same as cotton, spun 
into yarn, and woven or tufted. You 
can judge the construction of a tufted 
carpet to some extent by the narrow- 
ness of space between the rows of tuft- 
ing and the closeness of the tufts C4” 
is about as close as the tufts can be 
made). 


Rayon is also being blended with 
nylon. There is some difference of opin- 
ion as to just how much strength a cer- 
tain percentage of nylon will add to a 
rayon carpet, but generally speaking 
any amount less than 10% will have 
negligible value. Blends of 10—20% 
nylon with rayon are essentially rayon 
carpets with nylon adding somewhat to 
the durability and certain styling ef- 
fects. Nylon is a magic word that is 
sometimes used loosely. Don't expect 
wonders from only a sprinkling of 
nylon. 


What you should know 
about NYLON 


The 100% nylon carpet has outstand- 
ing wearing qualities, and an individual 
beauty that you must judge for yourself. 
It is unattractive to moths and won't be 
affected by mildew. A true man-made 
from coal, air and water, nylon carpet 
varn was developed seven years ago. 
Paradoxically, although the fiber looks 
fragile because of its frosty coloring, 
it is very practical. It does not readily 
absorb dirt, so it can be cleaned easily, 
at home with soap and water by follow- 
ing the manufacturer's 
The same is true in removing stains. 
About the only way to discover its 
Achilles heel” is to drop a lighted cig: 
rette on the carpet; the fiber will melt, 
although it will not support flame. How- 
ever, you can clip out the spot if it has 
not penetrated the carpet and, since 
nylon is the same color throughout, it 
will not be noticeable. While nylon is

not inherently resilient, the pile can 
be packed very close, to achieve the 
same feeling. It resists abrasions to 
such an extent that furniture legs make 
no impression on it. 


Not all 100% nylon carpets are as 
expensive as you might think. These 
carpets are being shown with prices 
ranging from $13.95 to $22 a square 
yard. Handsome embossed and textured 
around $27.50 a square 
yard and are dyed to order, It is possi- 
ble to have a 100% nylon carpet 
stripped of color and re-dyed any color 
you want, even a lighter tint, which is 
an advantage when you redecorate. 


What you should know 
about COTTON 


Cotton carpets have a unique look and 
feel that make them, in turn, different 
from all the others. The colors are 
bright and beautiful. the texture soft, 
and color and texture remain the same 
after laundering. (In fact, laundering 
and tumble-drying actually improve 
the looks of a good cotton carpet. How- 
ever, don’t attempt to launder any rug 
larger than a 4’ x 6' at home.) In 
terms of long wear, cotton compares 
with nylon. It is also moth-proof. To 
judge cotton, you must appreciate the 
fact that it is a “small” fiber with very 
little crush resistance. This very char- 
acteristic is what gives cotton carpeting 
highlights and shadows 
which to many people add interest, 
particularly in wall-to-wall installa- 
tions. If you prefer a uniform look in 
carpeting, you can rule out cotton at 
the start.

Since cotton fiber is pure white to 
begin with it is dyed before being spun 
into yarn which makes it color-fast. 
If short-staple cotton is used, instead 
of long staple, you will find that the 
carpet begins to look fuzzy and picks 
up dirt. If you are considering wall- 
to-wall carpeting, pay particular atten- 
tion to the quality of the cotton and 
the construction, since nee all of the 
carpets are pre-shrunk. Cotton takes 
as naturally to tufted Dee as to 
tufted bedspreads, and this means a 
saving. Some attractive effects are be- 
created today by tufting rayon 
in combination with cotton. There are 
fully-washable cotton carpets being

get exactly what you pay for. If you 
invest wisely in a thick pi 
loop pile, your carpet will serve you 
well. You can buy a d tufted cotton 
from $7 to $10 a square yard, and you 
can go as high as $19.95 for a double- 
woven carpet with a luxurious thick 
pile.

What you should know 
about SARAN 


A newcomer among carpet fibers is 
Saran, which, like nylon, is a true syn- 
thetic. (It is made of petroleum and 
brine.) At present time. Saran is being 
used for carpets by only one company, 
partly because of supply and partly 
because it requires special handling. 
Its chief advantage is stain-resistance. 
Saran is a round, smooth fiber that is 
non-absorbent. It is indifferent to mois- 
ture, stains, moths, acids and mildew. 
You can clean it with soap or detergent 
and water, even bleach. If you were to 
drop a lighted cigarette on it, you would

Like many other specialized words, the 
terminology of drinking includes its 
share of misnomers. Take the expres- 
sion a "liqueur brandy." This is about 
as accurate as saying a "nectarine apri- 
cot”; for though related, a liqueur is 
not a brandy and a brandy will never 
be a liqueur. Properly speaking, a 
brandy is a pale, fiery distilled liquor 
which is not cognac but has fruit or 
herb overtones. By regulation, its sugar 
content must be less than 24% per cent. 
A liqueur, on the other hand, is made 
by steeping fruits fruit 
peels in brandy, filtering or redistilling, 
and then adding sugar to the desired 
degree of “Cordial” is a 
substitute word for the same thing, 
coined by the Puritans who liked their 
cherry bounce but did not want to be 
identified with the drinking set. Li- 
queurs are usually artificially tinted. In 
their creation, André Simon writes: 
“man has a much wider field wherein 
to exercise his ingenuity; he is at lib- 
erty to give his liqueurs practically any 
shade or color he thinks best to attract 
the attention, raise curiosity, and charm 
the eye; he also has at his command 
all the fruits of the earth from which 
to extract an almost unlimited variety 
flavors, wherewith to 
please the most fastidious taste and 
flatter the most jaded palate.”

As there are perhaps 50 types of 
liqueur in circulation, this discussion 
must be limited to a few well-known 
ones and a few that deserve to be better 
known. The great majority come from 
Europe, with deference to age going to 
Benedictine, discovery of a botanical- 
minded monk who announced that he 
had stumbled upon a cure of some sort. 
Next Chartreuse (1607) of 
which tourists are still handed a free 
glassful as they leave alms at the fabu- 
lous Carthusian monasteries of France, 
Italy, and Spain, a fair enough ex- 
change.

The Germans are known for Kiim- 
mel with its pungency of caraway and 
cumin, and for Danziger Goldwass 
shortcut to feeling richer by drinking 
pure gold. From Denmark comes the 
finest of all cherry liqueurs, Cherry 
Heering, uncloying and full of flavor. 
The West Indies via Holland have con- 
tributed Curacao, aromatized with the 
peel of the island's famous green or- 
anges, South’ Africa Van der Hum, 
which is compounded out of spicy na- 
tive plants and tangerines. Scotland's 

Drambuie is a secret blend (they're al- 
ways secret) of wild Highland honey, 
Scots whisky and dew on the heather. 
The United States produces two li- 
queurs which are not just imitations of

foreign labels: Creme Yvette, which 
has а faintly violet flavor, and Forbid- 
den Fruit. The latter was born of the 
night life of the Nineties and Bustano- 
by's Café des Beaux Arts. Infused from 
a grapefruit called the shaddock, it has 
a lively kind of flavor, a grapefruit- 
round bottle, and the distinction of be- 
ing an American export in considerable 
demand in Europe, where it is better 
known than here. 


Liqueur glasses are always small, 
holding one ounce or under. They can 
be footed or no; the miniature tumbler 
type also has its attractions. Unlike 
brandies, liqueurs do not need warming 
up in a snifter to release their fumes; 
in fact. most of them are better cold 
and take readily to cracked ice. A 
of frappéed liqueur served alongside a 
demitasse of strong black coffee can be 
a very acceptable substitute for dessert 
at a small dinner party.

Probably the easiest liqueur to in- 
corporate into a cocktail is Cointreau. 
It goes well with whiskey, rum, gin, 
and also cognac, as witness the long- 
neglected sidecar. The trick about side- 
cars is to modify them away from the 
original 19207 formula toward the drier 
taste of today. Instead of thirds each 
of Cointreau, lemon juice, and cognac, 
try it in proportions of one sweet, two 


sour, and eight strong. This procedure 
also applies to the Miami cocktail when 
made of Garnier's white 
menthe, lemon juice, and Christopher 
Columbus rum. Vodka fans can do as 
much, and in two ways. The Katinka 
is made of one part Marie Brizard Apry 
liqueur, two parts lime juice, eight 
parts vodka; in the Tovarich, you do 
the same but substitute Kümmel for 
the Apry. Both are clean-tasting, dry, 
and full of the character of the liqueur. 
Here are two more ideas in the liqueur- 
cocktail line. Try mixing a third For- 
bidden Fruit, a third dry vermouth, a 
third dry gin. It tini-like 
pness and a refreshingly new char- 
acter. Or try the Southampton, one part 
Cherry Heering to four of cognac and 
a dash of bitters in each glass. Even 
liqueurs like Benedictine and Char- 
treuse, which are herb-aromatic rather 
than fruit-fragrant, can add a lot if 
used in small quantities in familiar 
cocktails. The Sheepshead Bay cocktail 
is a sweet Manhattan with one dash of 
Angostura and two or three dashes of 
Benedictine to each drink. At the Hotel 
St. Moritz, they make their dry Man- 
hattans with a dash of orange bitters 
and two or three dashes of Chartreuse. 
All of which goes to prove a fact that 
bartenders have long known. Liqueurs 
are not “ladies drinks" but part of the 
standard equipment anywhere.

will have a buffer strip of parklike 
borders where it adjoins residential 
properties. 


Because of its earlier Gold Coast 
history, practically all available water- 
front was in private hands. One of the 
prerogatives of a “Third Class City" in 
the state of Washington is the right of 
eminent domain to secure private prop- 
erty for public purposes. To make boat- 
ing and swimming privileges available 
to all, a whopping $10,000 of their first 
year’s budget, plus many, many man | 
hours of the Chamber of Commerce | 
members, is being devoted to over- | 
coming this flaw in their “dream town." 


The school problem, from its obvi- 
ous necessity as well as keen interest, | 
is perhaps the most interesting. Where | 
today exist nine schools, three of them 
new, projected for 1970 are 21 ele- |

have fine flowers, bear colorful berries 
after flowering, provide brilliant au- 
tumn foliage. evergreen leaves in win- 
ter, or a combination of these virtues. 
In addition, they all will do well in 
garden soil under a wide range of 
climate conditions from coast to coast. 
While they are all versatile, many are 
specially suited to use in the immediate 
vicinity of the house. 


For example, if you have a bay 
window like that shown on page 122, 
choose shrubs that make a pleasant 
picture the year round. A slow-growing 
evergreen such as the dense form of 
spreading yew (Taxus cuspidata 
densa) is a good first choice. Tt has ex- 
tra-dark needles and bears bright red 
berries in the fall. This is а lifetime 
plant, and will cost around $10 for a 
2.foot width. It will endure consider- 
able shade. A good partner for the 
other side of the bay is the fragrant 
viburnum (V. carlesi), which has sweet 
scented pink and white flowers in May, 
black berries in summer, wine red 
leaves in fall, and bold gray branches 
all winter. It is hardy everywhere. A 
214 foot plant will cost around $5. 


Where the front of your house is 
in shade for a good part of the day, 
vour choices may include the white 
flowering dogwood (Cornus florida), 
universally loved favorite that may be 
grown as a single-trunk small tree or a 
large shrub. Its May flowers are fol- 
lowed by leathery summer leaves that 
turn red in the fall and scarlet fall ber- 
ries. The winter branches and buds 
are equally decorative. Suited to all 
average or woodsy soils, in sun or 
shade, a 5 ft. do; ood costs from $7.50 
up, depending on its shape and develop- 
ment. Another excellent sun-or-shade 
shrub that is too often relegated to the 
boundary or fence-line planting is 
Redvein enkianthus (E. campanula- 
tus). Notice how on page 122 just two 
of these make up an entire front- 
entrance planting. Though these plants 
are not evergreen, their leaves take on 
brilliant yellow to red tones in autumn, 
and the winter branches have a vase- 
form habit of growth. The pinkish- 
orange bell-shaped flowers hang in 
clusters like lilies-of-the-valley in spring. 
They like a woodsy soil, and cost about 
$5 for a 2%; ft. size. Another fine choice 
for dooryard planting in coastal areas 
is the American holly (Ilex ораса). 
Like its English and Chinese relatives, 
1. aquifolium and I. cornuta, it has 
glossy evergreen handsome 
gray bark, a mist of small whitish 
flowers in spring and bright red winter 
berries, To make sure of having ber- 
ries, choose only a female plant and, if 
necessary, set a male plant elsewhere 
in the yard for cross fertilization. A 
3-4 ft. female American holly costs 
from $10 up. Hollies prefer some 
shade, and a well-drained woodsy soil. 
They do best in a place w here they are 
sheltered from the wind, 


leaves, 


To relieve a bare wall which has 
only a small window to give it inter- 
est, plant fruiting quinces (Cydonia 
oblonga), praned to flat or semi- 
espalier form, and give pattern to wall 
space above with a shrubby vine, such 
as Clematis jackmani, as shown at top 
of page 123. Quinces from an orchard 
nursery cost around $3.50 for a 3 ft. 
dwarf variety and they will give you 
edible fruit as well as flowers and good 


looks. The clematis in a 3” pot (a good 
way to buy it) will cost $1.50 to $2.50, 
bear purple flowers from June to 
September in an average soil, with at 
least half a day's sun. 


Walls and fences, if well designed 
and constructed, need surprisingly lit- 
tle help from plants to look well in 
your garden. Spend a little extra to 
have a good-looking stockade fence 
around garage or service court. and 
you'll need only two or three shrubs 
to soften it. On page 123, a white dog- 
wood is used at one end of a 30 foot 
fence, balanced by a small pink-shell 
azalea (Rhododendron vaseyi) and a 
linden viburnum (И. dilatatum) at the 
other. A native American shrub, liking 
woodsy soil and tolerating shade, the 
azalea costs about $7.50 in a 2-foot size. 
The viburnum, with white spring flower 
clusters, bright red berries, russet fall 
foliage, is $2 or so for a 3- to 4-ft. plant. 
Against a stone wall, few shrubs are 
more effective than the flat-branching 
cotoneaster. One of the most decora- 
tive in a sunny protected spot 
Cotoneaster francheti (page 123). It 
stands alone without looking skimpy. 
"This cotoneaster, like the more familiar 
C. divaricata, has pinkish flowers, 
bright red berries and strikingly 
twiggy winter branches, The plants 
cost around $4 to $5 in 3-4 ft. sizes. 
Japanese snowbell (Styrax japonica) 
has a similar horizontal branch habit 
but makes a larger shrub or «mall tree. 
In spring it is hung with bell-like white 
flowers.

inch plant. A related evergreen shrub 
that is particularly good for a small- 
scale, low upkeep plan is Rhododen- 
dron carolinianum, which has, in addi- 
tion to fine form and waxy leaves all 
year, a spring burst of pink or white 
flower clusters, Nursery grown plants 
may cost $3.50 for an 18" plant. Warty 
barberry (Berberis verruculosa) is an- 
other small-scale trouble-free evergreen 
with crinkled glossy foliage and masses 
of tiny yellow spring blooms followed 


by blue-black berries. Slow growing, a 
15-іпеһ plant costs $3-$4. Drooping 


leucothoe (L. catesbaei) has arching 
sprays of glossy evergreen leaves which 
often turn purplish red in winter. Long 
sprays of lily-of-the-valley like flowers 
bloom in early sprin 
costs $3.50. The double-file viburnum 
(V. tomentosum) is another of а versa- 
tile family. It deserves a feature spot in 
every shrub border, in good «oil or poor, 
full sun or part shade. It has great flat 
clusters of white June flowers, followed 
by bright red fruits in late summer and 
dull red autumn leaves. It costs from 
$1.50 up, for a 3-foot plant. Invaluable 
as à specimen or as harmonizer among 
shrubs of different growth habits, espe- 
cially in shady places, is sweet pepper- 
bush (Clethra alnifolia). Yt bears 
sweet scented white blossom spires in 
summer, has clear yellow leaves in 
autumn. It costs about $1.50 for a 3 ft. 
size, which reaches a height of 6 to 8 
feet in a few seasons. For sapphire blue 
summer berries following fragrant 
white spring blossoms, plant sweetleaf 
(Symplocos paniculata). A large-scale

accent shrub; the 3-4 ft. size costs from 
82-84. A good companion is the fringe 
tree (Chionanthus virginicus). It, too, 
likes plenty of room, prefers sun, to pro- 
duce its fleecy flower sprays in June. 
In autumn, its leaves turn a bright yel- 
low on upright branches. Fruits are 
dark blue, resembling tiny grapes. A 
3-4 ft. size costs about $3. 

Two more suggestions complete 
this list of plants that do the work of 
several. Both have 
which alone would make them out- 
standing, and both have shiny leaves 
which turn red in autumn. Gordonia 
(G. alatamaha) makes a large upright 
shrab, prefers moist woodsy soil. Its 
large white flowers have golden centers, 
are borne singly. The blooms continue 
to open as the foliage turns from green 
to scarlet. A 3-4 ft. size costs $10 or 
more. Sourwood (Oxydendrum arbor- 
eum) is a slow growing small tree with 
8-inch panicles of pearly white flowers 
in late summer, followed by clustered 
gray seed pods. For best flowers and 
fall foliage color, it should be given at 
least a partially sunny location, average 
A 4-5 ft. tree costs from $7-$10. 
When purchasing such extra-value 
plants as these, it usually pays to buy 
nursery specimens, delivered 
with a burlapped earth ball around 
their roots. Approximate costs given 
take this into account.

1 tablespoon grated onion 

2 eups boiling water 

1 tablespoon bacon drippings 
14 teaspoon Tabasco 


Mix the meal, salt, baking powder, and 
grated onion. Beat in the boiling water 
a little at a time. It may not be neces- 
sary to add all the water, so use just 
enough to make a thick dough. Stir 
in the bacon drippings and Tabasco 
and form the mixture into small thick 
cakes. Fry in hot deep fat 5° E 
until well browned and drain on ab- 


sorbent paper.

Date torte 


1% cup flour 

1% teaspoon salt 

1 teaspoon baking powder 
%4 cup sugar 

2 eggs, beaten 

12 teaspoon vanilla 

1 cup chopped pecan meats 
1 package dates, sliced 


Sift the dry ingredients. Beat the sugar 
gradually into the eggs and stir in the 
vanilla, nuts and dates. Stir in the dry 
ingredients, turn the mixture into a cas- 
serole or shallow pan, lined with paper 
and oiled, and bake in a moderate oven 
(350°Е.) for about 1 hour, or until 
a cake tester inserted in the center 
comes out clean. Cool and serve with 
whipped cream or ice cream.

1 pound candied pineapple, 
chopped 

1 pound candied cherries 

1 pound pitted dates, chopped

12 pound candied citron, sliced

1 pound raisins 

1 pound currants

1 teaspoon each of ground allspice, 
cinnamon and cloves 

1 cup sherry 

1 cup corn syrup 


Combine the fruit, nuts and fruit peel 
and dredge them with 2 cups of the 
flour. Cream together the butter and 
sugar, then beat in the eggs one at a 
time, Sift the remaining flour, baking 
powder and spices and stir the dry in- 
gredients into the batter alternately 
with the sherry and syrup. Stir in the 
dredged fruit. Line cake pans, 14 x 10 
inches and 3 inches high, with heavy 
paper, well oiled, Fill the pans almost 
full and bake in a slow oven (250° F.) 
for 4 hours. Makes about 16 pounds of 
fruit cake.

Pecan pie 


3 eggs, lightly beaten 
1 cup sugar 

1 eup Karo 

15 teaspoon salt 

1 teaspoon vanilla 

1 cup pecan meats 


Mix the eggs, sugar and Karo and stir 
in the salt and vanilla. Lastly stir in 
the nuts. Turn the mixture into a 9-inch 
pie pan lined with rich pie dough and 
bake in a hot oven (450* F.) for 10 
minutes. Reduce the heat to 350^ F., 
and continue to bake for about 30 min- 
utes longer, or until a silver knife in- 
serted in the center of the filling comes 
out clean. 


Creole pecan pralines 


114 cups sugar 

l4 сир cane sugar 
cup water 

14 teaspoon salt 

2 cups pecan meats 
1 tablespoon butter 


In a saucepan combine the sugár, 
syrup, water and salt. Stir until the 
sugar is dissolved, then cook over a low 
fire until the syrup reaches the soft-ball 
stage, or 238* F. on a candy thermom- 
eter. Add the pecans and butter and 
beat vigorously until the mixture begins 
to thicken. Drop by the tablespoon on 
a buttered baking sheet to cool.
